I  notice  that  there  has  l>een  a 
proposition  made  by  one  or  more  cor¬ 
porations  to  furn^ih  electric  lights  to 
to  the  town  in  lieu  of  gas  at  about 
the  same  cost  as  we  pay  for  gas  for 
the  same  service  If  I  am  correct  the 
prioe  per  lamp  (electric)  was  about 
$t>5^00  per  year.  I  would  like  to  ask 
why  we  as  a  town  cannot  have  our 
owfi  electric  lighting  plant  and  fur¬ 
nish  1200  candle  power  arc  lights 
at  a  cost  of  about  $45,00  per  lamp 
j>er  year,  lights  burning  all  night  and 
every  night  t  When  towns  and  cities 
all  ovsr  our  country  are  taking  these 
matters  into  their  own  hands,  why 
should  we  let  others  do  what  we  can 
do  for  ourselves  ?  Municipalities 
should  cease  to  deal  out  valuable 
franchisee  to  individuals  or  corpora¬ 
tions  and  should  conduct  such  enter¬ 
prises  to  effect  public  comfort  and 
convenience  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  people.  American  citizens  are 
f*r  behind  those  of  other  countries  in 
such  matters  and  the  public  service 
is  correspondingly  less  satisfactory 
and  more  expensive.

We  want,  then,  repre¬ 
sentative  business  man,  who  can  and 
do  successfully  conduct  their  own 
personal  affairs  .  and  it  is  sufficient; 
guarantee  that  if  such  can  be  induced 
to  serve  we  shall  not  fall  a  prey  to 
the  designing  politician,  or  have  a 
repetition  of  the  municipal  jpwgover- 
ment  wo  see  in  some  of  the  large 
citiee  about  us,  where  the  name  of 
this  or  that  political  party  bai  been 
used  to  further  selfish  ends.

WHEREAS,  .The  Township  Committee  of 
the  township  of  Bloomfield  *in  the  county  of 
Essex  i*  of  the  opinion*  that  the  public  good 
demands  that  a  system  of  sewer*  and  drain*  be 
constructed  In  and  -lor  said  townAfeip  under 
tbe  provision*  of  an  act  entitled.  *'Aii  Act  to 
iTovnle  for  Drainage  and  Seweiage  in  Denaiey 
Populated  Townships  in  which  there  ia  a  Pub¬ 
lic  Water  Supply,"  approved  March  lib  1M4, 
and  the  eevensl  supplement*  and  amendment* 
thereto and  WHEREAS  the  said  Township 
Committee  deem  it  expedient  to  coulract  and 
agree  with,  the  municipal  anthonlje*  of  tbe 
city  of  Orange,  whose  territory  adjoins  that  of 
said  Towudhip,  for  the  privilege  and  right  to 
connect  the  eeweraaud  drain*  of  such  toil  u- 
abip  with  those  of  said  city  oi  Orange  in  anch 
manner  that  the  sewage  and  drainage  o?  anch 
township  shall  flow  into  and  through  the 
sewer  oi  sewer*  of  said  city  ;  THEREFORE 
BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Township  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  township  of  Bloomfield  in  th* 
comity  of  Essex,  that  the  akud  Township  Cdm- 
mith-e  of  the  township  of  Bloomfield,  enter  in¬ 
to  and  maze  a  oun tract  or  agreement  in  writ¬ 
ing  iu  helutlf  of  "The  Inhabitants  of  the  Town¬ 
ship  of  Bloomfield  in  the  oonnty  of  Essex” 
with  the  city  of  Orange  aforesaid,  for  the  right 
and  privilege  aforesaid,  which  contract  shall 
be  as  follows  : 

THIB  AGREEMENT  made  this  between  the 
City  of  Orange  and  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Township  of  Bloomfield,  in  the  County  of 
Essex,  WITNESSETH.  WHEREAS  the  parties 
hereto  ouhtempiate  the  lu  trod  DC  lion  into  their 
respective  Einnicipaliti**  of  a  system  of  sewer¬ 
age,  and  are  satisfied  that  it  ia  for  their  mntnal 
interest*  to  unite  in  the  const! action  od  a  main 
sewer,  turein  colled  the  main  outlet  sewer, 
which  shall  reoeive  the  sewage  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  systems,  at  a  point  or  points  *of  junction 
hereafter  to  be  determined  upon,  and  carried 
to  the  Paaeaic  River,  according  to  a  plan  which 
is  now  being  devised  by  tbe  Oityjof  Orange,  tl 
is  agreed  therefore. 

L  That  the  course  and  outlet  of  such  sewer, 
its  manner  of  construction,  the  material  of 
which  it  shall  be  bnilt  and  its  grade,  shall  be 
determined  by  tbe  City  of  Orange,  or  its  en¬ 
gineer  and  agents  in  charge  of  the  work. 

3.  That  the  Township  of  Bloomfield  may

3.  That  the  at  wer  below  the  point  or  points 
of  junction  herein  called  the  mam  outlet  sewer, 
shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  by  411,1 
deemed  the  sole  property  of  the  City  of  Orange 
Lot  tbe  Township  of  Bloomfield  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  the  unooatrnctod  use  thereof,  subject 
only  to  the  testriotions  herein  specified  sod 
such  other  restrictions  as  the  City  of  Orange 
may  find  it  accessory  to  impose  upon  its  '*wn 
use  of  said  sewer. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Township  of 
Bloomfield,  within  twenty  day*  after  notifica¬ 
tion  to  that  effeot  by  the  engineer  of  the-  City 
of  Orange,  to  uotify  him  of  the  capacity  of  the 
sewer  or  sewer*  to  be  constructed  by  it  »t  the 
point  or  points  of  junction  with  the  main  out¬ 
let  eewer,  to  the  end  that  the  City  oPOiange 
tuay  provide  a  main  outlet  eewer  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  discharge  the  sewage  of  aaid  Town¬ 
ship  aud  it*  own.
